The outstanding enablement rejection was discussed for the scope of the 
claimed invention drawn to methods of treating an atopic condition comprising 
administration of any CpG containing oligonucleotide, wherein C is unmethylated. 
Atopic conditions read on various conditions, including asthma, dermatitis, allergies 
including hayfever. The instant disclosure teaches the treatment of the atopic 
conditions dermatitis and asthma comprising the administration of SEQ ID NO: 10. The 
instant disclosure also teaches increases in a TH1 immune response (e.g. increased 
expression of IL6) in vitro using mouse and human cells, where optimal CpG containing 
sequences varied between mice and human cells in their ability to induce a TH1 
response response. No correlation is taught in the instant disclosure between the ability 
of these CpG containing oligonucleotides to induce a TH1 response in vitro (e.g. 
amount of IL6 induction) and their ability to treat a representative number of atopic 
conditions in vivo. The instant invention is not enabled for the broad scope claimed.
